The Question May Cause Trouble in the 
Convention—Opposition Faction Hold- 
ing Caucuses—To-Morrow’s Develop- 
ments Anxiously Awaited—Taubeneck 
in Kentucky—Political News. 


CLEVELAND, July 14.—There have been no 
changes in the political situation during the 

st twenty-four hours. Gov. Campbell still 
holds the winning cards and the opposition, 
now despairing of being able to carry out its 
plans for stam peding the convention to-mor- 
row, is contenting itself with declaring that 
it will play its trumps at the polls in Novem- 
per, Although most of the district delegations 
are on the ground, the anti-Cambellites do 
not seem to have gained any strength, while 
quite a number of uninstructed delegations 
who have been regarded as on the fence have 
declared in favor of the Governor’s renomin- 
ation. Campbell and Allan W. Thurman ar- 
rived at noon on a special train from Colum- 
nus under escort of pretty well the full mem- 
bership of the Jackson and Thurman Clubs 
and a quartette of singers from the capital 
city. An immense crowd awaited them at 
the depot, hailed their appearance with en- 
thusiic shouts, and then formed in procession 
and with music escorted them to the State 
neadquarters at the Hollenden House. 

An important conference was hetd in the 
rooms of Congressman-eleet: Harter at the 
Hollenden last night. Amongijthose} present 
besides Mr. Harter were Congressman: elect 
Tom L. Johnson of Cleveland, and Irvine 
Dungan of Jackson, Oongressman J. W. 
Owen of Newark, and Hon. L. A. Russell 
of Cleveland. The gentlemen discussed the 
money question with a view of 
reaching an understanding on the silver 
issue. Mr. Harter, as is. well known, is oOp- 
posed to free coinage, and wants the conven- 
tion tooecupy conservative ground in the 
silver or financial plank of the platform. The 
other gentlemen are for free coinage, but 
there is a manifest disposition to 
occupy a position on the question that 
will pot be an embarrassment to the 
party im °92 after the National Co 7ention 
shall have enunciated the doctrine of De- 
mocracy on this important point. No defin- 
ite decision was reached and the matter will 
be a bone of contention inthe Committee on 
Resolutions. 

Lieut.-Gov. Marquis will probably be nomi- 
nated as Campbell’s running mate, although 
he is not making any campaign. Forthe re- 
maining of the six places onthe ticket about 
every other county has a candidate.Congress- 
man M. D. Harter, the Mansfield free trader, 
came to the city last night. A secret confer- 
ence was held in his apartment this noon. 
It was anti-Campbellin sentiment and those 
present considered the advisability of enter- 
ing Harter as a dark horse in the 
gubernatorial race. It was 
that Harter might be 
draw away from Campbell’s support. The 
latest scheme on footisto getas many can- 
didates as possible in the hope of preventing 
Campbell’s nomination on the first ballot. 
Another change has been made in the pro- 
gramme for to-morrow. There will be two 
sessions and the nominations will not be in 
order untilafternoon. This may necessitate 
aiate night session. 

THE TAX ‘AMENDMENT. 

Itislikely the convention will indorse the 
proposed amendment to the State Constitu- 
tion, known as the tax amendment. It is 
proposed by the change to remove all restric- 
tictlons concerning the levying of taxes and 
place the matter solely under the control of 
the General Assembly, the idea being to 
reach franchises, that all corporations such 
as ratiroads, telegraph, express, street ralil- 
roads and other corporations may be taxed.

MONTREAL SWEPT BY FIRE. 


The Most Destrucive Conflagration in the 
City’s History. 


MONTREAL, Quebec, July 14.—The greatest 
conflagration Montreal. has witnessed for 
years occurred this morning. Beginning 
shortly before midnight it raged with fury. 
The entire square bounded by Papineau road, 
St. Catharine street, Shaw street, 
Kent street and Josephat lane has been 
destroyed or is in flames. The flames 
rapidly spread to blocks of brick dwellings 
and stores on the south and east. Hundred 
of thousands of dollars’ worth of property 
has been consumed, but owing to the im- 
mense heat it is impossible to g 
near enough to it to obdtain co 
details as to losses or insurances. Thp 
fire started in the great lumber yard cdf 
Prefontaine, Brosseau & Oo.-and witt 
tremendous rapidity. At first a high win 
spread the flames over St. Bridget’s and 
Luke’s Church on Champlain street and tb 
the immense French Lying-In Hospital. Only 
the change of wind saved these structure 
and possible fatalities had they burned. 

Never has the Fire Department worked sé 
hard asthis morning. Men lay in the street; 
while comrades played water on them t 
save them from burning to death. Severd 
of these men are seriously burned, and f 
seems almost impossibiethat the fire should 
end without fatalities. 

A Mrs. Tott on Shaw street was ill in bed, 
and to remove her, so intense was the heat, 
severalmen narrowly escaped with their 
lives. 

A partiallist of losers, the majority of 
whom are probably total, follows: A. Brosseau, 
lumber mills; J. Prefontaine, lumber mills; 
Chas. Broulliet &Co., sash factory; Laurie 
& OCo., engine manufacturers; the Bordeaux 
and Bowdoin lumber yards; J. Beauchamp, 
hotel; D. G. Lean & Bros., manufacturers; 8. 
Rapp, inn; T. Parpent, boarding-house; 
T. Thomas, boarding-house; Mrs. G. Tott, 
boarding-house; Mrs. A. Green, dwelling. 

More or less damage was done to houses 
from 135 to 147 Papineau road and from 102 to 
145 Shaw street. 

The flames, aided by a high wind, spread to 
the opposite side of the streets named, anda 
score or more of stores, dwellings, restau- 
rants and boarding-houses were burned, to- 
gether with che greater part of thelr con- 
tents. The total loss is very large, though 
the estimates and insurances have not yet 
been completed. 


A LOSS OF $100,000. 

PITTSFIELD, Mass., July 14.—Bracken’s new 
brick block on North street was burned this 
morning including Bent Bros.’ extensive car- 
riage works, occupying the upper story and 
one store; Canfield’s hardware store, Fanell

two other stores. The loss is expected to 
reach $100,000. 


TOO MUCH OF A GOOD THING, 


Mr. Schrempp Compelled to Disperse a 
Serenading Party. 


About 2:30 o’clock this morning a number of 
young men who had been out ona lark all 
evening stopped in front of the residence of 
Mr. Val Schrempp on Broadway, in Caronde- 
let, and started in to give Myr. 


Schrempp a_ serenade. After singin 

several songs, such as ‘‘Where Is My an- 
dering Boy To-Night?’’ and ‘‘The Last Rose 
of Summer,’’ they began to Knock and kick 
at the front doer. They made such a noise 
that the nelghborhood was aroused. Mr.

HE SHOT: HIM DEAD. 


An Officer’s Fearful Combat With a 
Jersey City Wife-Beater. 
ARMED WITH A KNIFE THE WOMAN 
AIDS HER HUSBAND. 


The Man Killed and His Wife Mortally 
Wounded—Two Brave Girls Put a Negro 
Intruder to Flight—The Doomed Hun- 
garians in Pennsylvania—Brained With 
an Ax—Other Crimes, 


JERSEY City, July 14.—Wm. Brennan, aged 
82, and his wife Lizzie, were shot at their 
home, No. 23 Gray street, Jersey City, about 
1 o’clock this morning by Policeman John V. 
Ryerson. Brennan was killed outright. His 
wife was shot in the abdomen, and although 
she wasable to walk to the City Hospital 
three blocks away, she was mortally hurt. 
It isdioubtful whether she can live more than 
afew hours. Officer Ryerson claims that he 
had to use his pistol to save his own life. 

The scene of the shooting isa little shanty 
in which the Brennans lived. The story told 
by the officer is that he had incurred the 
enmity of Brennan by serving a warrant for 
his arrest for some offense some days ago. 
This morning he was attracted to the house 
by loud cries proceeding from a woman for 
help, Upon entering he found the husband 
brutally beating his wife. He ordered the 
man to desist, when Brennan seized 
& poker and made a ferocious attack 
upon nim. He defended -himeelf for a 
time with his club, but. Brennan was a 
powerful man and, assisted by his; wife, who 
came tohis aid with a butcher knife, the 
officer was in a fair way to lose his Hite, 
when he drew his revolver and fired twice, 
with the result stated above, He claims that 
he did notaim to shoot the woman, but in 


bullets striking Mrs. Brénhan, who was at 
the moment directly in range of his revol- 
ver. 

Brennan wasa driver by occupation and 
was notorigus for his ugly temper and fight- 
ing propensities. He was under bail to 
answer two charges of atrocious assault. 
One case covered the beating of his brother- 
in-law, Daniel Govenry, and the latter’s 
wife. The other was for stabbing a man 
named Davis during a drunken fight about 
three weeks ago. 

He hadavery bad record even among his 
friends, and has long beenaterror in the 
neighborhood where he lived. Officer Ryer- 
gon went to police headquarters, told the 
Story of the tragedy and gave himself up to 
awalt the result of the inquest.

THE STORY TOLD BY A FUGITIVE WIFE TO THE 
AUTHORITIES AT ATCHISON, KAN. 


ATCHISON, Kan., July 14.—A wretched spec- 
imen of womankind arrived here last night 
on the Santa Fe from Topeka. Her clothing 
was in rags. her shoes in tatters.and she.had 
no hat.’ Her face was swollen .with tears, 
and bleeding. She gave her name as Mrs. 
Moore Hughes. . She had walked from Topeka 
to Nortonville, where money was raised to 
send her onto Atchison. The cause of her 
trouble was her husband, whom she had 
married two months ago at her home in Mad- 
ison County, Arkansas. The man, who is 
an ex-Union soldier, is 6 years of 
age while she is but18. It was a case of love 
at first sight, as they were married within a 
week after their first meeting. Shortly after 
their union her husband became insanely 
jealous and subjected her to most inhuman 
treatment. When leaving the hotel he would 
tie her to the bed-postand gag her with 
corncobs. Once he attacked her with a 
razor, nearly taking her life. Last week they 
went housekeeping at Topeka. The man’s 
cruelty grew so fiendish the woman was 
ovliged toescape. She says Moore draws $25

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THE ISLIP OUTLAW. 


Preparing tofHunt Down the Bandit 
With Bloodhounds. 


THE ROBBER’S CAVE HELD BY THE 
PURSUING CITIZENS. 


Story of the Life and Crimes of Tom 
Richardson, the Texas Cowboy, Who 
Has Terrorized a Peaceful Community 
on Long Island—Description of the 
Brigand’s Retreat. 


NEW YORK, July 14.—The men who are 
after Tom Richardson, the Islip outlaw, spent 
yesterday and nearly all of the preceding 
night scouring the woods about Justice Wal- 
ler’s house, but discovered nothing. It was 
expected that bloodhounds would be pro- 
cured and set on the outlaw’s trail, but when 
the time came to use them it was found that 
the searchers had nothing belonging to 
Richardson from which the dogs could get 
the scent. Shoes recently worn, the experts 
decided,* would be the only articles of 
apparel that would be of any service 
and these the searchers could not find. 
His footprints are plentiful enough, but they 
have been crossed so often by those of other 
persons that they are no longer serviceable. 
The project of hunting with bloodhounds has 
therefore been postponed until some way is 
found to make the dogs useful. Two detect- 
ives from a New York agency have reached 
Islip and joined the searching party, who re- 
main constantly in the woods. The charac- 
ter of the country makes it impossible for the 
man-hunters to make a thorough search. 
Short scrub oak grows everywhere over 
hundreds of acres back of Bay Shore 
and Islip, making thickets so dense as 
to be well nigh impenetrable. A man can 
easily conceal himself in one of these 
thickets for weeks. Richardson’s shrewa- 
ness makes it difficult to locate him. He has 
not remained long in any one locality since 
he was chased out of his underground home. 
Yesterday’s search furnishedan example of 
this. He was seen at 40’clock near Justice 
Waller’shouse. The alarm was given and 
the woods were fruitlessly searched. At 7 
o’clock he was seen within a half mileof 
Brentwood, four miles away from Waller’s, 
but the searchers could find no trace of bim 
when they wentthere. The interest and ex- 
citement is increasingin Islip and Bay Shore 
and the hunt is the chief topic of conversa- 
tion. 

THE OUTLAW’S LIFE. 

The history of Tom Richardson since his 
residence in Islip reads like a border ro- 
mance. Both he and his brother James were 
born near here. Some years ago Richardson 
went to Texas, and last year returned to Islip 
as a full fledged cowboy, with the long hatlr, 
high-heeled boots and sombrero supposed to 
be worn by men of that class. He was a fine- 
looking fellow, and cut quite a figure in so- 
ciety. He astonished the natives by his 
wonderful pistol . shooting, being able 
with his revolver to strike 
a dime atthe distance of 100feet. He soon 
married the daughter of Police Justice 
Waller of Bay Shore, and earneda good liv- 
ingasa private watchman. He was, how- 
ever, far from being a good husband, and his 
wife was obliged to leave him on account of 
cruel treatment, and take refuge with her 
father four months after their marriage. 
This greatly enraged Richardson, and he 
made many attempts tosee his wife, until 
finally his indignant father-in-law kicked 
him out into the stree t. He swore vengeance, 
declared that he would have his wife, and 
disappeared. Nothing was heard of him for 
some time, and it was believed that he had 

ecountry. Last winter the people of 
Brentwood, Islip and the neighborhood were 
pugzled by a series of mysterious burglaries. 
Sometimes food was stolen, other times 
heavy articles of furniture and bedding were 
tuken and again large amounts of silver were 
carried off. At first Richardson was not sus- 
pected and his connection with the burg- 
laries was only discovered by accident. 

THE ROBBER’S LAIR. 

On July 2 two men who were gathering 
berries in the thickets saw a column of smoke 
arising froma thicket. They told what they 
had seen and William Jones went out to in- 
vestigate. He conjectured that it might 
meana robbers’ lair. So he took some men 
armed with pitchforks. They searched the 
bushes carefully all around, but could 
find nothing suspicious except some 
heaps of sand which seemea to 
have been dug from somewhere. About 200 
feet east of the fireplace Jones presently 
noticed a piece of grass growing in the sand, 
there were no indications of any one having 
been there before, but he thought it queer 
that there should be grass here and nowhere 
else in the woods, forin this sandy country 
moss and arbutus is the forest’s only cover- 
ing. He struckthe spot with his pitchfork 
and struck wood beneath the sand. It gave 
a hollow sound and he called hismen. They 
scraped away the sand and founda shallow 
wooden tray three feet square. 

Under this an opening of the same size was 
discovered, dug downward for four feet and 
then shooting backward and downward into 
a black underground cave. The passage was 
boarded to hold up the sandy walls. He was 
confident that he had discovered the robber’s 
retreat, and after calling upen the occupant 
to surrender, fired his pistol into the cave. 
There was no response, but a thin line of 
smoke was seen arising from a stump near at 
hand, It proved to be nostump, but a cun- 
ning arrangement of bark and moss around 
four tin pipes which arose from the sand. A 
little smoke came from the pipes, but it 
proved afterward to be the smoke from 
Jones’ revolver. 

Still thinking men were below, Jones sent 
to town fora constable anda lantern. Dep- 
uty Sheriff Egbert Benjamin came out, and 
he and Jones lowered themselves into the pit 
and crawled through the passage. It Was so 
narrow they could just push their way 
through. There wasno one within. There 
wasa bedinside. Some sheets hung around 
the walls, some bits of stolen property, some 
salted chickens, hams and pieces of beef, and 
some papers and letters. From papers 
found in the underground chamber it was 
ascertained that the cave was the lair of 
Richardson. 

CROWDS OF THE CURIOUS. 

The news of the discovery spread like wiid- 
fire, and hundreds of people visited the ban- 
dits’ den. While many Were in the vicinity 
Richardson was seen approaching, but he at 
once disappeared in the thick woods, Search 
parties were at once organized and the coun- 
try scoured. A man named Marvin, whohad 
been active In the search, soon discovered 
another cave. The newly found cave was 
built on precisely the same plansas the other. 
ln both ventilation was insured by a saystem 
of tin tubes. The enas emerging from the 
sand were covered with moss and dry 
bushes. 

The new cave was larger than the first. It 
was indeed yen and it om evi re- 

uired long hard work » tunnel he 
There were no heaps of sand to be Kk 
the neighborhood, a fact which tr 
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keep outthedamp. The floor was laid with 
rugs. There was a bed and bedding, and gll 
the appointments of a comfortable home. 

It was evidently furnished fora long occu- 
pancy. There was also here much of the 
booty known to have been stolen from the 
fine country homes along the shore. 

A CHAIN AND STAKE. 

The most significant thing in this strange 
residence was a chain securely fastened toa 
stake driven in the ground. 

The presence of the chain puzzled the 
searchers, but when it was learned from Jus- 
tice Waller that Richardson had been prowl- 
ing about the place, and had threatened to 
carry Off his wife by force and keep her with 
him, it was evident that he intended to use It | 
to prevent her escape if she should ever fall 
into his power. He had also terrorized his 
younger brother, James, and compelled him 
to furnish him with provisions and money. 
Hundreds of heavily armed men are search- 
ing for the outlaw and itis believed that he 
cannot long evade capture. 


A DU CHESS AND HER DOGS. 


The Story Told by the French Maid of the 
D’ Auxys. 

New YORK, July 14.—The Duke and Duchess 
D’Auxy have apartnients at the New York 
Hotel. There wasa rowintheir rooms at 7 
o’clock Sunday evening. Loud conversation, 
female screams and masculine shouts, al- 
ternating with the banging of doors and the 
upsetting of furniture were heard. Soon 
afterwards the doors were Opened and a 
woman was ejected. She was Michelle Fer- 
riere, the Duchess’ French waiting maid. 
She left the hotel sobbing. At 10:30 o’clock 
she returned, but was refused admittance to 
the ducal appartments. At length, upon 
the intercession of the manager of the hotel 
she was permitted to goto her room and pack 
her trunks. The next morning she made her 
appearance with another woman, whose 
name it is said is Brasini, the wife of a well- 
Known chefin the city, and endeavored to 
explain. She was again refused admittance. 
She contented herself with speaking her 
mind through the key-hole and ended by 
hurling a folded paper through the transom. 
The paper was a summons for the Duke 
D’ Auxy to appear at Jefferson Market Police 
Court this morning and answer to the charge 
of having assaulted one Michelle Ferriere. 
This is the story told by the people at the 
hotel. 

The maid’s version is that the Duchess has 
as extraordinary passion for dogs. Sheis 
such aneasy prey toany one who has a dog 
for sale the maid was directed by the head of 
the family to see that Madame did not waste 
her substance upon worthless Fidoes and Oar- 
loes. Sunday, says Michelle, a new dog, was 
bought, When M.Le Duc arrived home he 
was furious and scolded the maid for not 
having prevented her mistress from purchas- 
ingit. Michelle declares that she refused to 
spy upon her mistress, and in consequence 
the Duke beat her and threw her from the 
room,

ATHLETE HANLON’S DEATH. 


Fell From a Trapeze While Performing at 
Clinton, Io. 


CLINTON, Io., July 14.—A terrible accident 
occurred during fhe afternoon performance 
of Forepaugh’s p sere yesterday afternoon. 
The Hanlon-Volters were performing their 
famous aerial act before a large audience, 
the trapezes being sustained by a large and 
heavy crane. Whileinthe midst of the act 
the crane broke. William Hanlon fell, turn- 
ing over and over as he descended, just miss- 
ing the net which had been spread to prevent 
such an accident and striking the ground 
with great force. The fall was not 
very great, not exceeding thirty feet, but the 
unfortunate acrobat struck upon the back of 
his head, snapping his neck likeatwig. Drs. 
Burbank and McAfee were at his side in an 
instant, but nothing could be done, and he 
expired in a few minutes. The unfortunate 
man was a native of England, 31 years of age, 
and had been an acrobat ever since he was 7 
years old. He wasnot, as is generally sup- 
posed, one of the original Hanion brothers, 
who long held an unrivaled position in the 
acrobatic world. The original Hanlons ceased 
giving performances afterthe tragic death 
of George Hanlon, who was precipitated 
from a trapeze and fatally injured. On go- 
ing out of the business the two surviving 
brothers permitted the most promising of 
their proteges to take their name, with the 
addition of Volters. The Hanlon-Volters, 
after gaining a great reputation in England, 
came to this country and arranged fora 
series of performances at the Academy of 
Music in New York. Onthe first night Wm. 
Hanlon hada terrible fall from the dome, 
dropping sixty feet and smashing two par- 
quette chairs, but, strange to say, his in- 
juries were slight. The others went on with 
the performance. A jury was empanelled 
yesterday and returned a verdict of acci- 
dental death, exonerating Manager Cooper 
from all blame.

The Event Which Marked the Fate of 
Monarchy in France. 


PARIS 18 CELEBRATING THE FALL OF 
THE BASTILE. 


A Universal Holiday inthe Gay Capital— 
Triumphal Arches Decorated, Monu- 
ments Unveiled, Free Performances at 
the Theaters—Americans Honored by 
President Carnot. 


PaRIs, July 14.—The city did not await the 
arrival of July 14 to begin the celebration of 
the great event with which this date is in- 
delibly associated—the surrender of that 
ancient fortress of despotism, the overthrow 
of which, in the year of grace 1799, marked 
the beginning of the end of the monarchy, 
the birth of French republicanism and, in- 
cidentally, the death of that case-hardened, 
but tough old soldier of absolutism, De- 
launey. No, the ball opened with the general 
conference of the United Societies of French 
Military Instruction, which was held in the 
Garden of the Tuilleries on Sunday  Jast. 
This was an affair of the very first 
importance and was attended by the Minister 
of War, M. De Freycinet, and his chiefs of 
bureaux, the general officers of the active 
army and the reserves and a host of military 
experts and authorities of all classes. It wag 
strictly a business meeting, sentiment having 
DO place in the proceedings and 
no other topic being permitted than 
Strengthening of the military resources 
of the country. Yesterday the 
President of the Republic, in accordance 
with the tnvitation of the Municipal Council 
of Paris, delivered an address on the occasion 
of the opening for public use of the new Ave- 
nue de la Republique. It was here that the 
sensational attempt of a madman to assas- 
sinate M. Oarnot occurred. It is conceded 
that had the crowd been a less unwieldy one, 
or the police for a moment laggard, the 
would-be murderer would have been torn to 
pieces. 

This morning opened auspiciously with a 
bright light in the East and a pleasant breeze 
fanning the long reaches of the boulevards, 
At9o’clock the grand thoroughfares became 
almost impassable. The Parisian wmil- 
lions were evidently determined to makea 
day of it. It was interesting and little ones 
wore bits ofthe three-barred ribbons upon 
their bosoms. 

SCENES IN THE STREET. 

By 9:30 o’clock the scene which the corre- 
spondent looked out upon from the office 
windows of L’ Intra was a remarkable 
one. The holiday tide of the big city was in 
full motion, and was being constantly swol- 
len by streams of people arriving from the 
provinces by every incoming train, 
On the pavements below there moved 
a . denge ion of humanity, 


process 
j kept in order and out of danger by the watch- 


ful gendarmes. In windows and on balconies, 
made brilliant with tasteful decorations, 
countless thousands of gaily dressed ladies 
sat or stood, eager observers of the minutest 
change occurring in the animated sceneg 
everywhere being enacted. It was safe, even 
at that early hourto assert that but 

has Paris seen such an outpouring of its citi- 
zens as that of to-day. 

The official and popular programme of: the 
day’s events is a long one. A few of its 
features are the inauguration of the monu- 
ment to the memory of Dante on the boule- 
vard St. Germain, numerous and varied en- 
tertainments for the children of the com- 
munal schools of the city of Paris, free per- 
formances at the subsidized theaters, a 
gratuitous exhibition of the famous panorama 
of the ‘‘Battle of Champiegny’’ and the 
decoration of the great triumphal arches and 
columns of the capital. 

THE ARMY OF PARIS. 

On the great plateau at Longchamps was to 
be reviewed at 3 o’clock the pride of the cap- 
ital and hope of France, the army of Paris. 

Promptly at 8 o’clock, as though by magic, - 
infantry, cavalry and artillery are 
intothe immense circle, Just beyond the 
dense masses of infantry and emerging from 
a cloud of dust come the French cavalry ata 
trot, squadron upon squadron, cuirassiers, 
dragoons and lancers. Acarriage drawn by 
six horses and attended by an escort of caval- 
rymen dashed upto the reviewing stand. 
The general staff rides towards the massed 
thousands of men. A gun ig fired. The 
President of France is standing bareheaded 
on the raised platform, and then 10,000 sabers 
flash in the air, the barrels of 50,000 muskets 
dazzle the eye, and as far as sight can follow, 
the tri-colors dipin salutation. Fifty bandg 
strike up ‘‘Marseillaise,’’ thrice fifty thous- 
and voices take the cries of ‘‘Vive Carnot,’’ 
‘*Vive l’Arme’’ and ‘'Vive la France,’’ but 
gradually these slogans merge into one tre-— 
mendous roar of sound which seems to split 
the dome. The French people are greeting the 
republic.. ‘‘Vive la Republique.’’ The Long- 
champ’s review is over and Paris hastens 
homeward for the night fete. 

Among those whom President Carnot to- 
day decorated in honor of the fall of the Bas- 
tile were three Americans: Mr. Van Bergen, 
Dr. Natchel and Mr, Shweitzer, a delegate 
from the New York Benevolent Society. The 
first two were appointed officers of the Legion 
of Honor, and Mr. Shweitzer a Knight of the 
Legion of Honor.

VOYAGE TO NORWAY. 


Result of the Kaiser's Attempt to German: 


_ ize Alsace-Lorraine—Berlin Surprised— 
Servia and the Vatican—President Car- 
not’s Assailant—The Chilian War— 


Plotting in Hayti—Events Abroad. 


Lonpon, July 4.—The provost and Town 
Council of Leith, together with the German 
Consul, many distinguished persons anda 
large crowd of people were present at the 
station when the special trainin which the 
Kaiser traveled arrived at that city this 
morning. On alighting from his carriage 
the Emperor shook hands with the entire 
party, and bowed his acknowledgements to 
the people gathered about the station and 
the approaches thereto. After a few mo- 
ments spent in conversation the Emperor 
was escorted to the imperial yacht Hohen- 
vollern, which had preceded his 
Majesty to Laith. Without any 
Gelay whatever the Emperor 
and attendants embarked and the handsome 
boat steamed out to permit the Kaiser’s en- 
joying a view of the great Forth bridge. 

Immediately on returning from his inspec- 
tion of the Forth bridge the Kaiser gave the 
imperial command and the Hohenzollern pro- 
ceeded on her voyage to Norway. The war- 
ships in the harbor of Leith fired a royal sa- 
Rute as the yacht passed out to sea. 

The Emperor left London last night and 
was escorted to the station by Count von 
Hatefeldt, the staffof the German Embassy, 
the Prince of Wales, the Duke of Connaught 
and the Duke of Cambridge. The Duke of 
Connaught entered the saloon of the im- 
perial carriage, where he remained in con- 
versation with the,£mperor for a few min- 
utes. There was prolonged cheering as the 
train departed. The Emperor affably waved 
his hand in fareweil, instead of recognizing 
the demonstration accorded him with his 
usual military salute. 


GERMAN MUSICIANS. 


WALTER DAMROSCH BELIEVES THE AMERICAN 
ARTISTS ARE SUPERIOR. 

BERLIN, July 14.—Mr. Walter Damrosch has 
left Berlin for Bayreuth to study the re- 
hearsals and performances of the Wagner 
Operas. To the correspondent Mr. Damrosch 
said that his principal object in coming to 
Germany was to secure a concert master 
Yor his symphony orchestra. ‘‘To obtain 
the right man for so important a place is not 
easy,’’ said Mr. Damrosch, ‘‘We want 
a’ violinist oof European reputation, 
who can not only lead the violins but can also 
assist me in developing chamber music in 
New Yorkto a higher standard than it has 
hitherto had. The purpose of my organiza- 
tion is to give chamber music concerts on 
Sunday afternoons besides the regular con- 
certs. I was fortunate in inducing Prof. 
Brodsky of Leipsic to accept the position. He 
isan excellent musician and a violinist of 
high standing. Our musicians are asa rule 
superiortothose of Germany. The average 
musician receives here. $30 a week, while in 
Wew York he gets $130. In consequence the 
best men flock to America. 

‘*Our Musical Union is doing good work in 
keeping up the prices, but Ithink they make 
a mistake in compelling a musician to live 
six months in America before he can practice 
his profession. This is stretching the point 
too far and will, so at leastI fear, leadto 
serious complications unless it is repealed, 
It happens occasionally that players of a cer- 
tain instrument and of sufficient ability can- 
mot be procured in America. A musician 
must then be imported and should be allowed 
to earn his living as soon as he lands in New 
York. I myself, if forced into it by mere self- 
defense could duplicate my whole orchestra 
by engaging European musicians at no 

ter cost than I have now, even though I 

ished transportation; butIdonot think 
there will be any need ofthis. The better 
Class of the Musical Union are even now in 
favor of a repeal of the six-months’ law.’’ 

**What do you think of music in Berlin?’’ 

**It seemsto me that you have too much 
music in Germany ; that it has been mediocre. 
Wherever you go you find the inevitable 
brass or string band.’’ 

‘*‘But you have heard little of German 
music, Coming so late in the season.’’ 

**Well, Ihave heard the Ton Kunstler fes- 
tival, the Sing Academy festival, and others, 
but though you have great artists in Ger- 
many, the ensemble is poor. We Americans 
demand much more from each individual 
member. Our people are not all musical, but 
those who are are much more highly culti- 
vated than the average German.’’ 


PLOTTING FOR POWER. 


ANOTHER REVOLT IMMINENT IN THE ISLAND OF 
HAYTI—MINISTER DOUGLASS. 

New Yorxk, July 14.—In a Port au-Prince 
lettera correspondent wrote in part this: 
‘*Oriticism of the Government’s acts must be 
most guarded and careful. You may hear of 
the different opinions almost cautiously ex- 
pressed, given in as many minutes, as to the 
length of time which will elapse before an- 
other outbreak will take place, but all not 
purposely of different speech, are unanimous 
in declaring that another outbreak will 
occur. Legitime, Magninat, Erophete and 
Picquet are now in Kingston, Jamaica, that 
hotbed of Haytien insurrectionists, but 
twenty-four hours’ sail from here, plotting 
to gain controlof the Haytien Government, 
but each is working in his own interest. 
Rumor has it that of themall Magninat has 


_ the largest following, but his party just now 


jacks money and also needs more men capa- 
ble of bearing arms. Werethe four leaders 
tounite thereis little doubt they would be 
able to do something effective. Just now 
they are engaged in a game of watching and 
Waiting. 

& United States Minister Douglass sailed from 
here for the United States on June 25, by the 
steamer Prinz Wilhelm III., his wife accom- 
panying him, Before leaving Mr. Douglass 
announced that he was going away on a sixty 
days’ leave of absence, but before going he 
601d all his household effects, and it ts re- 
ported here that he has been recalled. Amer- 
icans in Hayti will not regret the fact. Mr. 
Douglass has not proved to bea complete 
success as Minister to this country. He is 
paid to have not only allowed himself swayed 
by Haytien influence, but has given more 
attention to the question of the ele- 
vation of the negro and his mental 
and physical ability as compared to that of 
the white man, and tothe study of the Hay- 
tien and American negro, thanto questions 
gravely affecting United States interests in 
this Republic. He not only lacks backbone 
and determination but suffers by reason of 
his race origin, the Haytiens not entertaining 
the same respect for one of their own race 
from a foreign country which they woula 
accord toa white man. Furthermore, Mr. 
Douglass possesses no knowledge of the 
French language, a serious defect, especially 
in a diplomatic country where no other 
language is spoken. 


ELECTIONS IN LORRAINE. 


THE RESULT OF THE KAISER’S ATTEMPT TO 
GBRMANIZE THE PROVINCE. 

Lowpor, July 14.—Official circles in Berlin 
have been thrown intoa whirlof excitement 
over the result of the municipal elections at 
Metz, which is diametrically at variance with 
the ctions of the authorities and the 
hopes of the loyal public. The tremendous 
efforts exerted by the Emperor through 
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accomplished the object sought, s0 
that of ilate- there bas been 4&4 
noticeable relaxation of the string- 
ency which for a long time characterized the 
administration of the special restrictive 
laws, and regulations governing the terri- 
tory. The election of twenty-three anti- 
German members of a municipal council 
whose total membership is only thirty-two, 
is therefore not only a surprise, but is alsoa 
humiliating defeat for the Government. The 
result, however, isa great triumph for the 
anti-German element in Lorraine. The Gov- 
efnment may be expected to promptly restore 
the harsh measures to which it had recourse 
a year or two ago In its campaign of German- 
ization and it may also be relied upon to still 
further restrict the freedom of speech and 
action of the inhabitants ofthe border pro- 
vinces. 


THE CHURCH IN SERVIA. 


OPPOSITION TO THE RESUMPTION OF NEGOTIA- 
TIONS WITH THE VATICAN. 

BELGRADE, July 14.—The recent decision of 
the Servian Cabinet to resume negotiations 
with the Vatican to determine the status of 
the Catholic Churchin Servia has been met 
with a wave of popular disfavor, which it is 
believed will prove too strong forthe minis- 
try toresist. Even the clergy of the Catho- 
lic Church in Servia took buta languid inter- 
est in the question, preferring tolet matters 
restasthey are rather than pursue an ag- 
gressive course, whichin the end may leave 
them ina situation worse than the one they 
now occupy, and the people are indisposed to 
silently permit any further encroachments of 
the Church of Rome upon the little religious 
liberty they now enjoy. The idea of renew- 
ing the efforts to strengthen the Roman 
Church in Servia originated in Vienna, where 
itisassured that any advantage gained by 
the Vatican in the negotiations will also be 
to the advantage of Austria. The opposition 
tothe resumption of negotiations is not, as 
might be supposed, confined wholly to the 
pro-Russian element, but is so widespread as 
tocomprisea majority of the anti-Russian 
population as well. 


BRUTAL BAIRD. 


THE LATEST VERSION OF HIS ASSAULT UPON 
THE LANGTRY. 

Lonpon, July 18.—The true version of Abig- 
don Baird’s assault-on Lily Langtry is at 
length out. The story is told by one who had 
seen Mrs. Langtry with the blood streaming 
down her face just after the assault had been 
committed. 

Baird not long ago bought York House, Re- 
gent Square, for Mrs. Langtry. Not long after 
he returned home unexpectedly one evening 
and found the ‘‘Lily’’ dining with a young 
man. Bairdthrew the young man out and 
knocked down Mrs. Langtry and then kicked 
her sO badly aboutthe face that it is more 
than likely she will be disfigured for life. 
Baird has prevented action by paying her 
$125,000 in Bank of England notes. 


PRESIDENT CARNOT. 


THE TRUTH ABOUT THE 80-CALLED ATTEMPT TO 
ASSASSINATE HIM. 

Paris, July 14.—A great deal of cheap capi- 
tal has been made out of the alleged attempt 
upon the life of President Carnot yesterday 
by the President’s partisans. From the 
accounts of the incident it does not appear 
that any serious attempt was made to assas- 
sinate M. Carnot. Indeed, it is asserted that 
the pistol discharged by the so-called 
assassin was not only not pointed at the 
President, but was not loaded with ball. 
The President, who was notinthe least ex- 
cited, was showered with congratulations 
last evening on his marvelous escape from 
death, the most of which emanated from 
place seekers and tuft hunters. M. Carnot 
has been extremely fortunate in the two or 
three incidents of this kind that have hap- 
pened since his election to the Presidency in 
having for an assailant upon each occasiona 
drunken mad man, who had no deadlier pur- 
pose than to attract attention to himself, if 
indeed he had any object whatsoever. 


THE CHILIAN WAR. 


A NEW GOVERNMENT CRUISER SAILS FROM LIS- 
BON—MINISTER EGAN. 

LISBON, July 14.—The new Chilian cruiser 
Erazuriz sails to-day from France for a Portu- 
guese port, where she will complete the work 
of taking on suppiies. The hurrying away of 
the vessel, incompletely victualed, from 
French shores shows how uncertain the Dic- 
tator’s delegates feel their position to be. 
The telegraph to Santiago has been closed 
for a week, possibly by Balmaceda’s orders, 
but probably the wires have been cut. 

MINISTER EGAN’S STATUS. 

OnIcAGO, Ill., July 14.—Wm. Hoffman, a 
participant in the councils of the Con- 
gresional party and who arrived in this coun- 
try on the Etata,says that Minister Egan will 
be unceremoniously ejected from Chill as 
soon as the Government of Balmaceda is 
overthrown, He declares that Egan tis play- 
ing into the hands of Balmaceda to antago- 
nize the English, who are sympathizing with 
the revolutionists. He also charges Minister 
Egan with causing the arrest ofthe Etata by 
notifying the Chilian Minister in Washington 
of her errand. 


GENERAL FOREIGN, 


DE COBAIN WILL NOT OBEY THE SUMMONS TO 
APPEAR IN PARLIAMENT. 

Lonpon, July 14.—The perfunctory mo- 
tion introduced by Mr. Goschen in the House 
of Commons last night summoning the un- 
savory De Cobain from his retreat abroad to 
appear before the House and answer to the 
filthy charges made and substantiated against 
him created much quiet merriment among 
the Liberals. Of course the notion was agreed 
to, but nobody believes that the oily and 
hypocritical member for Hast Belfast will 
obey the summons, which would be tanta- 
mount to histhrusting himself in jail and 
covering his erstwhile party associates with 
confusion. De Cobain abroad is worth any 
number of De Cobains at hometo the Con- 
servative party just now. 


THREATENED DISCLOAURES AT OTTAWA. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, July 14.—This city was 
full of rumors last night affecting some- 
what the security of the Govern- 
ment. To-day the Public Accounts Com- 
mittee meets, when the scandals on 
account of wnich the Deputy Minister of the 
Interior has resigned will be further sifted. 
Another matter which causes uneasiness in 
Government circles is the threatened dis- 
closures of scandals concerning the Postmas- 
ter-General. Thelatest rumor is that the 
Superintendent ofthe Government Printing 
Bureau has disappeared.‘ 


DRIVEN FROM BEHRING SEA. 

VICTORIA, British Columbia, July 14.—The 
sealing schooner Maggie Mac, Capt. Cox, re- 
turned fromthe north last evening. Capt. 
Cox reports being stopped at the entrance 
to Behring Sea bythe U.S. 8, Thetis, shown 
the proclamation and warned if caught in 
the sea after the notification his vessel 
would be seized. The schooner, therefore, 
returned to Victoria, having only three 
skins. She reports other schooners on the 
way home after having been warned. 


A BOYCOTT PAILS. 

MADRID, July 14.—The attempts of the Mad.- 
rid tradesmen to boycott the notes of the 
Bank of Spain have falled. Many cafes and 
business places continued to receive the notes 
and few persons appeared at the bank asking 
for an exchange of notes. In the afternoon 
the demand increased with a rush, but onthe 
whole the day passed quietly. The bank has 
taken ample measures in Madrid and in the 
Province to have enough silver to meet the 


emergency without touching its gold re- 
serve. 


THE PANAMA CANAL.

‘DR. BRIGGS’ BELIEF. 


The Sentiment Among Subscribers to 
the Union Seminary Fund. 


THEY OPPOSE THE TEACHING OF WHAT 
THEY CALL BRIGGISM. 


Suits May Be Brought to Recover the 
Amounts of Their Bequests—The Duty 
of the Oollege Directors and the Alleged 
Violations of It—News of the Religious 
World. 


New York, July 14.—There is a possibility 
that the eléction of Prof. Charles A. Briggs 
to the chair of biblical theology inthe Union 
Theological Seminary may lead not only to 
doctrinal disputes, as already it has done, 
but the serious impairment of the endow- 
ment funds of the institution. The question 
of the legitimate right of the seminary to 
hold and enjoy certain donations made to it 
is now presented, and assertion is made that 
suits may be instituted to recover sums al- 
ready donated, while the trustees of certain : 
testators will withhold funds devised to the 
seminary. It became necessary in 1888 to 
raise money for the institution, and a circu- 
lar was issued by the president, Dr. Roswell 
D. Hitchcock, asking for contributions. It 
was then guaranteed, it is alleged, that the 
seminary in its teachings should remain for- 
ever true to the orthodox faith, and the sub- 
scriptions were received under the provision 
of the seminary’s constitution, which reads 


as follows: 

pe? director, on entering upon his office, and 
also after each re-election, shall make the following 
declaration in the presence of the board, namely: 
» Approving of the plan and constitution of th Union 
Theological Seminary, in the cit 


of New York, and 
the Westminster confession of faith,and the Pres- 


byterian form of church government, I do solemnly 
promise to maintain the same 80 long asI shall con- 
tinue to be a member of the Board of Directors. 

A VIOLATION OF THE PLEDGE. 

It is asserted that the directors of the semi- 
nary in electing Dr. Briggs to the chair of 
biblical theology violated their pledge, un- 
der which certain bequests were made in 
1870, when the seminary was adopted and 
vouched for by the General Assembly. At 
that time the assembly having given assur- 
ances of orthodoxy, James Brown, the found- 
er of the firm of Brown Bros., gave $300,000 to 
the seminary, and $150,000 was given by ex- 
Gov. E. D. Morgan. Since then other be- 
quests have been made. 

An effort was made yesterday by a reporter 
to ascertain whether any action would be 
brought to recover any of these bequests on 
the ground that the seminary directors had 
violated their obligations. Henry Day, an 
executor of the Morgan éstate, was out of the 
city. Aninformant said that it was possible 
that action might be, brought toannul the 
benefits accruing to the seminary from the 
Brown, Morgan and other bequests and said 
it was understood that executors of the 
Fayerweather will, which lent $100,000to the 
institution, were inclined to withhold the 
bequest untilsome more definite action had 
been taken by the directors. No action was 
likely to be takenat present, he said. Mr. 
Dey affirms, it is said, that the election of 
Dr. Briggs to his new position has no bearing 
upon the case, because he was simply trans- 
ferred from one seminary chair to another. 

Among the late subscribers to the seminary 
endowment fund is the well known banker, 
Russell Sage. He may bring an action to 
recover it. Mr. Sage said yesterday: ‘‘I do 
not know exactly what I shall do. lama 
peace-maker and a lover of peace, and I 
shall certainly do nothing at present, hoping 
for a settlement of all troub’es that will make. 
any legal action unnecessary. Still, I must 
say that my subscription, made through per- 
sonal friendship for Dr. Hitchcock, was in- 
fluenced by assurance of absolute orthodoxy 
on the part of the Seminary directors. Iam 
an orthodox Presbyterian by inheritance, 
association and conviction. I do not believe 
in the new ‘isms.’ They are undoing the 
faith ofthe people. They are leaving us no 
rock to stand upon. They are destroying the 
faith of humanity. I believe in the Apostles’ 
Creed and the teachings of the fathers,*those 
business men, just like I am, who walked 
with Christ and listened to, followed and 
handed down his admonitions. 

**Of course some mistakes may have crept 
into the Scriptures, just as into everything 
else, but we must take them as a whole. A 
man like Dr. Briggs, who throws discredit 
upon miracles and sneers at the faith of the 
people, is not a man whom] can sustain. 
I would not give a cent to support the teach- 
ings of Dr. Briggs, and I don’t belleve $100 
would have been subscribed at the meetings 
held at my house and other places if we had 
known that Briggism was to predominate.’’ 

THE AMOUNT INVOLVED, 

It is learned that the Seminary endowment 
funds involved in the present controversy 
amount tosomething over $500,000. E. M. 
McKingsley, Treasurer.of Union Theological 
Seminary, when seen yesterday, said he did 
not care to gointothe matter in detail. He 
said Dr. Briggs was simply transferred from 
one chair to another, therefore it was not an 
originalappointment. All the articles of the 
declaration have been attended to in the 
case.’’ In my opinion James Brown did not 
give $300,000 hesitatingly, as has been stated. 
The gift by ex-Gov. Morgan of $100,000 for the 
treasury fund was made withno reference to 
orthodoxy, nor didin my mind the question 
of orthodoxy enter at allinto his subsequent 
gift of $300,000. There is but a shred of truth 
in the statement that we are involved to the 
extent of $800,000—hardly enough to float the 
falsehood. In my opinion $1 would be much 
nearer the amount.’’ 


HOW A CHURCH SECURED $1,000. 

NEWCASTLE, Pa., July 14.—The Epworth 
Methodist Episcopal Church here has just re- 
ceiyed a legacy of $1,000 in avery peculiar 
way. Mary Greer was an eccentric old lady 
of nearly four score years. About four weeks 
ago, feeling that her time had come, she sent 
for her lawyer and a friend to make her will. 
She first asked to be carried to a woodshed in 
her yard and there she pulled aside some 
rubbish and disclosed a can contain- 
ing $4,000 in gold. Then the old 
lady: was carried into the house again 
and made a will bequeathing $1,000 to 
the church and $500 to the Newcastle Hos- 
pital. Itsohappened that public bequests 
made within thirty days of decedent do not 
hold in law and the good Methodists became 
a little anxious as Mrs. Greer became 
weaker. One day, Pastor Squires called on 
the dying woman and informed her of the 
provisions of the statute, suggesting that if 
she desired the church to have the $1,000 be. 
yond question, she had better pay the money 
over before death. This she did, and he gave 
his receipt and the congregation is richer by 
that amount and poorer by the loss of a de. 
vout worshipper. 


TRYING TO ENFORCE PROHIBITION. 

ToPEKA, Kan., July 14.—The preachers of 
this city held a mass meeting yesterday 
afternoon for the purpose of taking steps to 
enforce the prohibition law. Recent investi. 
gations by the W. C. T. U. have shown that 
the drug stores in this city have in a great 
measure taken the place of the saloons. It 
was discovered that a half dozen men had 
procured beer and whisky every day in the 
year. One person had alternated the com- 
plaints for which he desired whisky and 
beer;one day he had a cold and the next a 
fever, 

Resolutions were adopted callin : 
bate Judge Elliott’s resignation, mth 9 
charged with issuing too many druggist li- 
censes. The resolutions declare that several 
blocks of the city are devoted to drug stores 
which are in fact saloons.

Annual Report of Mr. Arrington, the Mas- 
ter Workman—A Prosperous Year All

The fifteenth annual meeting of National 
Trades’ Assembly, No. 143, K. of L., was 
opened at Druid’s Hall yesterday and the 
assembly will be in session until about the 
middie of next week, The assembly is com- 
posed of green glass bottle-blowers and the 
delegates are a fine-looking body of men.

THE MASTER WORKMAN’S ANNUAL. 

The most important feature of the proceed- 
ings so far was the reading of Master Work- 
man Arrington’s annual report. Hereviewed 
the work of the officersand Executive Board 
during the year and spoke of the green bottle 
business and the outlook for the future. 
The bottle manufacturtng busipess was never 
better than it is at present and 
the indications are that the coming year will 
bea busy one. All the factories are running, 
and the wages paid the blowers are, on the 
whole, very satisfactory. The factories are 
all making money, and comparatively few 
complaints are heard from the workmen. 
The National assembly represents some 2,500 
men, all employed in green bottle factories. 
The bottles are beer bottles principally and 
wine botties and patent medicine bottles. 
The fiilnt bottle men do not belong to this 
assembly. 

EXCURSION ON THE RIVER. 

The local Committeeon Entertainment has 
made arrangements to take the delegates a 
ride on the river, next Thursday, and 
there will therefore be no business session of 
the Assembly that day. The excursion 
steamer Ferdinand Herold has been char- 
tered for the trip, and most of the day will be 
givento it. The boat will leave the foot 
of Olive street at 9 o’clock next Thursday 
morning. The delegates spend the evenings 
in various ways. Some attend committee 
meetings, some lounge about the assembly’s 
headquarters at the St. James Hotel and 
others attend the summer theaters or visit 
friends in the city. 


NOTES. 

Last night tenof the delegates attended 
the meeting of Occidental Lodge of the Ma- 
sonic order On Seventeenth and ‘Market 
streets. 

The election of officers will probably be 
held next Monday or Tuesday. 

The new schedule of rates will not vary ma- 
terially from the present one. In fact, it will 
be almost identically the same, except as to 
new brands of work, for which no rates have 
as yet been established by the Assembly. 

The question of withdrawing from the 
Knights of Labor and joining the Federation 
of Labor has not been mentioned as yet in the 
cenvention, and will be voted down by a 
large majority if it should be brought up, as 
with a few exceptjons the delegates favor the 
present arrangement.

DIsPATOH student-author contest is the 
widespread public attention excited by our 
comment on the failure of the public 
schools to carry off any of the prizes. The 
position of this paper toward the public 
schools is too well known to need further 
definition. Our remarks on the subject 
were drawn out by a fact which seemed to 
justify the suggestion that English com- 
position was not properly taught in them. 
Confirmation of this belief to some extent 
is found in the statement of President 
MILLER, published in yesterday’s Post- 
DISPATCH, in which he admits that the art 
of composition is taught to a far greater 
extent in private institutions than in any of 
the public schools in the country. And as 
if to still further justify the attitude of this 
paper the gratifying announcement is made 
that achangein the course of studies in 
the St. Louis public schools by which En- 
glish shall be given the place of honor has 
already been made. It is on the exact 
lines suggested by the PosT-DISPATOH and 
promises to enable the teachers to obtain 
better results in thisimportant branch. 
The public school system of St. Louis is 
and has been among the best in the country 
and St. Louis people have especial cause to 
be proud of the High School. Noother in- 
stitution in the country of the same grade 
can show better practical results. Presi- 
dent MILLER is undoubtedly right in say- 
ing that had it? been a contest of general 
scholarship the outcome would have been 
quite different. Now that the defect on 
which we commented is to be remedied 
and special attention given to the study of 
the English language and literature 
through the entire course a material en- 
hancement of th« aiready splendid educa- 
tional facilities‘of 5t. Louis may be expect- 
ed. Noeffort to extend and improve the 
work of the public schools should be 
spared, and no point looking to their ad- 
vancement should be overlooked. The fact 
that popular interest was instantly aroused 
by the remarks of the Post-DISPATCH and 
that the authorities were quick to respond 
to the suggestion is a proof of their 
strength with the people and an assurance

THE WORK-HOUSE SCANDAL. 


Between natural stupidity and political 
perversion itis manifest that the investi- 
gation of the Work-house will end in 
smoke and the municipal whitewash 
brush will be applied to the blots on that 
troublesome institution. 

The Charity Commission failed to get 
practical results because it failed to adopt 
practical and sensible methods. The 
House of Delegates committee failed to 
find cause for censure or rebuke in the 
management ofthe establishment because 
the committee evidently was determined 
not to discover anything wrong. The con- 
duct of the members was a disgraceful 
burlesque on official inquiry into abuses. 

But neither stupidity nor perverseness 
could conceal the fact that abuses do exist 
in the Work-house and that they 
are not merely accidenta! and limited to 
particular cases, but are the essential re- 
sults of a radical defectin the methods of 
discipline followed in the institution. It 
cannot be called a defective system, be- 
cause it is a lack of system, and therein 
lies the foundation of all the wrongs. 

If the Work-house had clear rules and 
regulations enforced strictly, but in a fair 
and orderly manner, and if the punish- 
ments were properly administered under 
the control and supervision of the super- 
intendent or any authority designated by 
him, there would be little difficulty in 
handling the and instances of 
cruelty and injustice would be reduced to 
aminimum. The present method of per- 
mitting brutal guards, who may: be actu- 
ated by ill-will, passion or cruelty, to 
punish at will is revolting and naturally 
results at times in wanton injustice and 
murderous violence. The hardest charac- 
ters are entitled to just treatment and 
orderly government, and until the cell 
ipal authorities insist upon these condi - 
tions in the Work-house management 
scandalous instances of cruelty and oppres- 
sion must be expected.

Tampico an Important Port— Other 
Railroad Mattes, 


Chairman Finley jas called a combination 
of the July meeting of the Western Passen- 
ger Association tot held next Thursday at 
his office in the Ro¢kery building, Chicago. 
As the Chicago & Alin road has withdrawn 
from the associatim, the expenses of the 
lines still in it will bp increased as the money 
contributed will hay to be paid by the other 
roads in addition jo their present assess- 
ments. An importint matter to be con- 
sidered at this meeting will be the re-ad- 
justment of the percentage for dividing 
the expenses of the association. There may 
now be something ddne toward endeavoring 
to effect a settlemeni of the trouble with the 
Alton and inducing them to return to the 
fold, for while there is one road outside the 
association the useulness of the latter or- 
ganization is necessemily greatly impaired, as 
the outside line ca} keep rates constantly 
disturbed. 

Aside from the Alten matter the association 
will have for consideration the matter of 
making reduced rates to numerous fairs, con- 
ventions, etc, Among the enterprises for 
which special rates are asked are the 
St. Louis Exposition and 8st. Louis Fair. 
Special rates to the Kansas City Interstate 
Fair are also asked and tothe G, A. R. En- 
campment at Detroit. The question of mak- 
ing special rates forthe following will come 
up: The Minneapolis Exposition, Minnesota 
State Fair at Minnegpolis, Milwaukee Indus- 
trial Exposition, Sicux City Corn Palace, Ot- 
tumwa (Io.) Coal Palace, Creston (Io.) Blue 
Grass Palace, LaCrosse (Wis.) Interstate 
Fair, Springfield (111.) Exposition and Sanga- 
mon Fair, and the Illinois State Fair at 
Peoria. Other matters will come up before 
the meeting, but these are the most im- 
portant. It is expected that low rates will 
be made to both the St. Louis Exposition and 
Fair and to most of the other enterprises 
asking rates. 


Clarence D. Ingraham’s Promotion. 


Mr. Joseph A. Robertson, formerly of this 
city, but now general manager of the Mon.- 
terey & Mexican Gulf Raltlroad, has ap- 
pointed Mr. Clarence D, Ingraham, the Oity 
Passenger Agent of the Wabash Railway, 
European agent of the Monterey & Mexican 
Guif Line with headquarters at Havre, 
France. Mr. Ingraham, whois very popular 
in railroad circles and has made a splendid 
record for himself, remains with the Wabash 
until the first of next week, when he leaves 
bere to enter upon his new duties with Mr. 
Robertson’s road, 

Mr. H. B. Robertson, commercial agent at 
this city for the Monterey & Mexican Gulf 
road and abrother of the general manager 
of the road, says that Mr. Ingraham’s ap- 
pointment is made in connection with a very 
important move contemplated by General 
Manager Robertson. 

‘‘We expect to have our road completed to 
Tampico by the 26th inst.’’ remarked Mr. 
Robertson,’’ and that will give us a line 
from Tampico to Monterey, and we connect 
at Venandito with the Mexican 
International road and will run a line of 
sleepers from San Antonio to Tampico via 
the Mexican International and our own line, 
President Diaz has appropriated $3,500,000 


for the improvement of the canal at Tampico, 


and that city will, when the work is com- 
pleted, have the best harbor on tne gulf. 
Five steamship lines are to run there, the 
Plant, Ward, Morgan and Mallory lines and 
French line from Havre, and that is why Mr. 
Ingraham is beimg sent tothatcity. Itis the 
intention torun these ships in connection 
with our road and the products of France 
can be shipped to Tampico and sent from 
there by rail to California, instead of going 
around the cape. In this way a great deal of 
time will be saved. It will be almost as 
quick from France to Tampico by vessel and 
then by rail to California as by way of New 
York and then by gailto California and the 
Tampico route wi be much cheaper. My 
brother has just gone on to New York to see 
the moneyed men of our road and havea 
talk withthem. That the friendliest of feel- 
ing exists in Mexico for this country an inci- 
dent which occurred there on July 4 will 
serve to illustrate. On that day 
they hadacelebration at San Juan, a small 
town on the line of our road. They decorated 
the cars und buildings with bunting of the 
Mexican and American colors intertwined 
and everybody was most enthusiastic. Pres- 
ident Diaz, Gen. Alvarezand other leading 
officials of the country are most friendly 
toward the United States and favor a com- 
mercial treaty. In Monterey, a city of 50,000 
people, 3,000 Americans have been added to 
the population in the short time our road has 
been built. Mr. Joseph M. Schnaicer of this 
city has just erectedalarge brewery there, 
and three large smelters, a large foundry, a 
flour mill and other enterprises have been 
started there since our road was built.’’

YARD IN COURT. 


The Case for Contempt Continued—Under 
Bail of $5,000. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa,, July 4.—H. H. Yard 
was brought into the Court of Common Pleas 
this morning in an attachment for contempt 
in refusing to obey the order of the court 4i- 
recting Yard to appear before the Council 
Investigating Committee and answer ques- 
tions regarding his connection awith the 
transactions of the Keystone National Bank 
and with City Treasurer John Bardsley. 

Counsel for Yard, Mayor Salsburger, tn- 
formed the Court that by Bis instructions 
Yard had not appeared before the committ¢e, 
as he (attorney) had filed a writ of certiorari 
with the Supreme Court appealing from the 
Court’s order, 

City Solicitor Warwick on behalf of the In- 
vestigating Committee claimed that the mere 
act of fighting this writ didn’t relieve Yard of 
the writs of the court and that Yard be 
fined for contempt, 

Yard desired to hear @ decision ip the 
case. It was continued until Saturday, when 
it will be brought cefore Allison, Biddle & 
Brody. Yard was placed under $10,000 bail on 
the charge of conspiracy ohn Bardsley 
in the misuse of funds and he claims that to

make the experiment, 

‘‘This proposition may seem ridiculous, 
but itis not any moreso than the idea of 
James Lick, the founder of the Lick Ob- 
servatory,’’ said a man Well versed in starry 
lore. 

‘*The Lick bequest to build the great tele- 
scope was intended to establish the fact 
whether or not the moon is inhabited. Now 


let us consider the difficulties in the way of, 


this project. The distanceof the earth from 
the moon may be stated in round numbers as 
240,000 miles, It isa fact recognized in mili- 
tary science that a man can be fairly dis- 
tinguished by the eye at a mile’s distance. 
In making calculations regarding vision it is 
the general rule to estimate that to be seena 
mile away an object must be half ayard wide. 
The best telescope has a magnifying power 
of 2,000 diameters. Half the distance to the 
moon is 120,000 miles. Divide this by 2,000, 
the magnifying power of the glass, and you 
get sixty yardsas the minimum size of an 
object in the moon discernible by the aid of 
the telescope from the earth. So an object 
must be 180 feet wide or thick to be more than 
an appreciable dot. I have made the most 
liberal allowances in this computation. The 
atmospheric conditions must be perfect and 
2,000 is an unusually high power to be used by 
a working astronomer. 

‘*‘If an object must be 180 feet thick to be 
seen from the earth on the moon, it would be 
best to make it 200 feet. To give the inhab- 
itants of the moon an idea that there are in- 
telligent beings on earth it would be neces- 
sary to place, say, three objects in view of 
the moon’s people—let them remain for a 
time arranged at the angles ofa triangle. 
Then they might be changed soasto beina 
straight line. The man in the moon seeing 
these phenomena might conclude that there 
were intelligent beings on earth and arrange 
for some corresponding signal to the inhab- 
itants of earth. But, while this seems pos- 
sible, it shows how preposterous would be 
the attempt to determine with the most 
powerful telescope now in use whether the 
moon Its inhabited. 

COMMUNICATION WITH MARS. 

‘‘Now, astothe proposed communication 
with Mars. Atthe time when Mars and the 
earth are nearest to each other—are in peri- 
helion—the distance isin round numbers 3465,- 
000,000 of miles. Take half this distance and 
you have 17,500,000as the number of yards 
that represents the size of an object in Mars 
that could be seen that distance with the 
naked eye. Divide this by 2,000, the power of 
the biggest telescope, and you have 8,750 as 
the size of the smallest object plainly discern- 
ible at such a distance with the telescope. 
This ts equal to about five miles. 

‘*an object in the planet Mars could be 
perceived as a littie larger than a dot 
with the aid of the largest refractor 
and under the most favorable, in fact abso- 
lutely perfect, atmospheric and other condl- 
tions if it was five miles in diameter. This 
is when the planet is nearest to us. On the 
other hand, at that time nothing on earth 
could Be discerned from Mars, because the 
earth would be in a straight line between the 
two and in the blaze ofthe sun’s light. An 
inhabitant of that planet would have to wait 
until the sun wasin some other partof its 
orbit, and the distanco between the earth and 
Mars would then be many times as great as 
in perihelion. Soit would be necessary to 


construct an object, to be discernible on the 


earth from Mars, say twenty milesin diame- 
ter. 
structures not inferior in size would have to 
be erected at distances. of not less than 
twenty miles from each other, Then after 
these had remained for a time 
their relative positions might be 
changed. These bodies, moreover, 
to be clearly distinguished from the surface 
of Mars, must be intensely 
solid bail of electric light twenty miles in 
diameter would suffice. 

‘‘Considering the sfze of the structure re- 
quired, their distance from each other and 
the necessity of changing their places to in- 
dicate toa man in Marg that these luminous 
structures were the result of intelligent ac- 
tion and not natural*phenomena, the sum 
bequeathed by the French nun may be seen 
to be greatiy inadequate. The Academy of 
Sciences at Paris may for this reason refuse 
to accept the bequest. If the sum were of- 
fered for a prize essay on some plan for ac- 
complishing communication with a_ sister 
sphere it would be more reasonable. 

‘‘In all the above computations it must not 


‘ be forgotten that all the conditions must be 


favorable, the atmosphere as well as the 
relative positions of the earth and Mars. 
Such perfect conditions happen only once in 
a great while.’’

Protesting Against a Slaughter-House. 

There is a very brief ordinance now in the 
hands of the House of Delegates Committee 
on Sanitary Affairs which is causing a good 


deal of uneasiness in what Is known as the 
Rock &prings district ofthe city. The ordl- 
nance simply says: 

Permission and authority ts hereby granted to 
Bishoff Bros, & Wolbrinck to erect and maintain a 
slaughter-house in city block number 3,947 on his 
obtaining the consentin writing of the owner and 
oc:upant of all dwelling-houses within the distance 
of 300 feet from such slaughter-house. 

The city reserves the right to alter, amend or ap- 
peal this ordinance at any time. 

City Block No, 8947 is the intersection of the 
Manchester road and what would be Vande- 
venter avenue if it was extended through. 
The property owners and residents for many 
blocks In all directions are very uneasy over 
the proposed slaughter-house, as it is under- 
stood that the projectors propose to 
kill from 700 to 1,000 head of cattle every day. 
Petitions have en sent to the members 
of the House asking them to vote against the 
ordinance and every effort is being made to 
kill the bill. The committee has not yet met 
to discuss the question, but when it does a 
delegation of the opposition will be on hand. 


Will Be Reconstructed. 


Bids were received at noon tg-day for the 
contract to pave with untreated pine blocks 


the four streets immediately surrounding the 
Court House. This is being done to avoid as 
muchas possible the noise made by wagons 
and vehicles passing the building while the 
courts are in session. Repeated complaints 
have been madeto the Board of Public Im- 
provements that during the summer it was 
necessary tokeep the windows of the court 
rooms closed to hear the witnesses 
above the nolse of the street and that in con- 
sequence the heat was intolerable. The 
board decided to take up the granite and re- 
place the paving with wood. The contract 
will be awarded atthe next meeting of the 
ie no and the work pushed ahead as fast as 
ssible. 


Page Avenue Boulevard. 

Commissioner Murphy had a conference 
yesterday with property owners interested in 
the improvement of Page avenue from Taylor 
avenue to the city limits,“It being proposed to 
improve Page avenue in the same manner as 
is provided for ina recent ordinance for the 
improvement of Delmar and Union avenues.

ELECTRIC LIGHT PATENTS. 


The Edison Company Brings Suit for Al- 
leged Infringement. 

NEw YOrK, July 14.—Judge Wallace of the 
United States Supreme Court to-day handed 
down a decision in the case of the Edison 
Electric Light Co. vs. the United States Elec- 
trical Lighting Co, The plaintiff charged the 
defendants with infringement of a patent 
granted to Thomas A. Edison on Jan, 27, 15%), 
for an improvement in electric lamps. The 
plaintiff claimed that every incadescent lamp 
for electric lighting, consisting essentially of 
a filimentary carbon burner hermetically 
sealed in a glass vacuum chamber, comes 
within the terms of the patent. 

The Judge decided that the fifst claim of 
the plaintiff had not been infringed by the 
defendant because the leading wires of its 
lamps are not secured to the fAlaments ac 
cording to the method of the patent—viz, ' 
by cement carbonized in situ—but by clamps 
such as the specification condemns. ; 

As to the second claim, Judge Wallace says: 
**It seems almost preposterous to argue thal | 
the substitution of a carbon flament for tlie _ 
platinum burner in the lamps was an obviow! 
thing to electricians.’’ The usual decree fot 
an injunction and accounting was accord 
ingly granted.

MARCUS A, WOLFF’S DEATH. 
A Well-EKnown Citizen Passes Away This 
Morning. 


Marcus A. Wolff died at 1:40 o’clock this 
morning at his home, 2813 Marcus avenue, 
after an iliness of two weeks. Although he 
had been confined to his home for a short 
period, he has really been falltig’ for six 
months past and his death was e cted. 

Marcus A. Wolff was 60 years 0: ‘the 4th 
of last May. He was born in Lexffeton, Ky, 

Arriving in this city in 1844, when *but a boy, 
he earned a livelihood carrying the Missouri 
Gazette, now called the 8t. Louis Republic. In 
1847 he entered what was then George Pres- 
bury’s banking house as janitor finally 
became cashier of the institution. While 
acting in this latter capacity he published a 
bank-note detector, the deceased Delng fa- 
mous in those days of wild-catting State 
banks asthe most expert detector of coun- 
terfeit bills of any man in the cpymtry. His 
sense of touch wag so fine he ceuid readily 
tell a bad bill by merely feelingef dt, In 1859 
he engaged in the real estate business with 8. 
D. Porter, deceased, and in 1 conducted 
that line of business for the first time on his 
own account. Prospering in that line he 
‘took his two clerks, Wm. Meagher and R. W. 
Batley, into partnership with him. Bailey 
went out in 1876, and in 1884 Meagher, 
of the firm of Meagher & Nagle, dis- 
solved partnership with Mr. Wolff and 
wentinto the real estate business in op- 
position to his old partner. Mr. Wolff’s two 
sons, George and Edward, were learning the 
business with him, and in 1887 he admitted 
them to a partnership, which continued to 
April last, when George P. Wolff, the older 
son, opened an Office for himself. 

The deceased has for many years been 
looked upon as one of the most enterprising 
menofthecity. He was always ready and 
willing to advance the interest of St. Louis 
in every way that was within his means. His 
remarkable fund of anecdote and genidlity 
made him the life of all social gatherings 
which he attended. Itis said of him that he 
never met a crowd of his friends that he did 
}nothave a good story to tell, and that he 
was never known to tell the same story a 
second time within the hearing of &ny per- 
son to whom he had personally related it. 

He was’ a successful man in business af- 
fairs, his estate being walued at over $200,000. 
On real estate alone he is assessed for $160,000, 
A widow and two grown sons survive him. 
Although he was not a member of any church, 
his widow is a member of Cook Avenue 
Methodist Church. where the funeral services 
will be held.

RAIN BOMBS. 


The Experiments to Be Triedin the Arid 
Regions of Kansas. 

ROME, N. Y., July 14.—For the past few 
days Gen. R. G. Deinfurth of Washington, 
D. C., has been on the balloon farm of Prof. 
Carl E. Myers in Frankfort, Herkimer 
County, in consultation with the noted bal- 
loonist. Prof. Myers has invented an ap- 
paratus by which he can regulate the rainfall 
by sending balloons up intheair carrying 
explosive bombs, the concussion of which 
will produce rainfall in the most arid re- 
gion. 

Gen. Deinfurth fs a special officer sent out 
by the Government to take charge of the ex- 
periments that will take place in the far West 
inafewdays. One hundred balloons, each 
ten feet in diameter, have been made and 
shipped to Kansas for the experiments. The 
plan is to inflate the balloons with one part of 
oxygen andtwo parts of hydrogen. A small 
ordinary cartridge connected withtwo wires 
is placedin the balloon and the whole is sent 
up. When the balloon is sufficiently high the 
cartridge isexploded by means of electricity 
sent through the wires, and the two gases 
unite in forcing water. This serves as a 
nucleus to precipitate the moisture of the 
atmosphere, and rain follows. Many suc- 
cessful experiments have been made in this 
vicinity and near Washington, D.C. Prof. 
Myers and Gen. Deinfurth will start for the 
Westinafew days, and their experiments 
will be awaited with much iaterest.

IN THE VALLEY OF DEATH. 


The Terrible Experience of a Party of Min- 
ing Prospectors. 


San Franorsco, Cal., July 13.—A special 
from Montgomery this morning gives the 
dreadful experience of an exploring party in 
Death Valley. Four weeks ago Bob Mont- 
gomery, Ed Sherwood and a man named Met- 
calf, taking six jackasses, left fora prospect- 
ing tour through the hills that skirt Death 
Valley. Between Furnace Creek and Cotton- 
wood a scorching wind blew which made 
breathing atorture. The packs were aban- 
doned and the party started tn Search of 
water. They were saved from death by 
Montgomery’s pet jackass. While pass- 
ing the mouth of a canon the 
animal brayed loudly. ‘‘That’s water,’’ 
they all cried, and sure enough a short dis- 
tance uptbe canon water was found. The 
route taken by the party was far tothe west 
of that taken by the recent Government ex- 
pedition. The party covered 0 miles in 
thirty-eight days, traversing places which no 
white man had ever seen. They found the 
remains of the lost Townsend emigrant party, 
whose story gave the valicy igs name. In the 
western hills the party found an abundance 
of water and springs, the knowledge of which 
might have saved a number of lives.

DAVID 8, HARMONY. 


She Goes to Protect American Interests 
in the Land of Flowers—The Vessel’s 
Equipment, List of Officers and Her 


lion—The New Admiral. ) 


NEw YorK, July 14.—The United States 


forAsiatic stations, is the largest and best- 
conditioned of the few wooden ships still in 
active service in our navy. She was built by 
the Government in 1858, the same year in 
which the Brooklyn, Pensacola, Richmond, 
Iroquois and the flagship Hartford were con- 
structed. She was in service all through the 


scure ports most of the time she never earned 
aname for herself in the pages of history. 
The Lancaster goes as the flagship of 
Rear Admiral David B, Harmony, who 
will relieve Rear Admiral George B. Belknap 
of the command of the Asiastic squadron, 
The ship is commanded by Capt. H. B. Seely, 
who has under him twenty-twocommissioned 
officers, eight cadet midshipmen who look 
for commissions some day, four warrant offi- 
cers and 330 men. It will take fully six months 
for the ship to reach her destination,as she 
will sail chiefly under canvas. The course 
will be from New York to Madeira, thence to 


the third time to Cape Town, from there to 
Singapore and finally to Hong Kong, where 
Admiral Harmony will formally take com- 
mand of the squadron in Asiatic waters and 
relieve Admiral Belknap. The Lancaster will 
probably not return home in less than three 
years. 
THE SHIP'S GUNS. 

The Lancaster’s armament is not as 
modern as might be desired, considering the 
importance of her mission. Herold battery 
was removed twoor three months ago and 
has since been replaced by some guns of 
better type. She has now fora main battery 
ten eight-inch muzzle-loading rifies anda 
secondary battery of two rapid-firing six- 
pounders, heavy three-inch breech-loading 
rife and a long gatling gun. Twoof her 
boats are fitted with torpedo appliances and 
spars that can be run out in front a consider- 
able distance, with torpedoes on the ends. 
The Lancaster is nota fast ship, her speed, 
as reckoned by the Navy Department, being 
9.6 knots per hour. She still has her original 
engines, though the boilers have had to be 
replaced two or threetimes. The ship is 235 
feet 6 inches long Detween perpendiculars 
and 4-foot beam, with adraught of 19 feet. 
Her displacement is 3,280 tons, and she has 
an indicated horse- power of 733. 

The ceremony of installing the new Ad- 
miral occurred on board the Lancaster, June 
24, and wasa brilliant affair, and was fully 
Gescribed at the time. 

The cruise of the Lancaster is expected to 
be the cheapest crulse of a man-of-war we 
have had for years. The cost-is not expected 
to run over $500,000. One of the modern flag: 
ships, such as the Chicago, would cost the 
Government an even million for a full cruise. 

When last in service, as fagship of 
the South At'antic Squadron, the new 
fiagship had a complement of 425 men.

European nations, notably Engiand and 
France, bave each geveral first-class war 
vessels in those waters to protect the inter- 
ests of the subjects of those countries. 

Forthe protection of American interests 
tHe cruiser Aliiance has been stationed at 
Shanghai, watching events and ready to pro- 
ceed to any point on the Yang-tse-Kiang, 
and the Palosat King-Kiang to perform like 
service when occasion demands. 

Admiral Harmony has a good record and 
the command of the China squadron could 
not have been intrusted to a more competent 
commander.

Selling-Platers Breaking Records at 
Washington Park. 


WONDERFUL EFFECT OF CHICAGO AT- 
MOSPHERE ON SCRUB HORSES.

Longstreet and Riley Matched—Complaint 
About the Decision Made at the Mon: 
mouth Races Saturday—The Browns 
Win an Eleven-Inning Ganie—Boston 
Also Victorious—Sporting News. 


The selling-platers have reopened their as- 
sault on the records at Washington Park 
track, Chicago, and yesterdaytwo skates 
who can not run fast enough to keep up with 
a cable car anywhere outside the record- 
breaking atmosphere of Chicago, smashed to 
Smithereens all previous recordson either 
straight or oval tracks. It was in the two 
last races of the day that Father Time was 
forced to lower his colors. In the sixth race, 
a selling event, Van Buren, who was entered 
to be sold for $600, after being rejuvenated by 
inhaling the balmy zephyrs of the Chicago 
River, ran one mile and 10 yards with 75 
pounds up in 1:45. This knocks several seconds 
off the best previous record. Then came 
another phenomenal performance, Aloha,a 
bush horse, who has been running unplaced 
to matinee crabs and could never travel fast 
enough beforetokeep himself warmin the 
desert district of Arizonain August, scented 
from afar the invigorating ozone of the 


Chicago stock yards and with 110 
pounds on his back covered 
a mile and one-sixteenth in 1:46. hen the 
great Prince Royal, with 116 pounds, ran the 


same distance on June 11 of last year over the 
fast straight track at Morris Park in 1:46% the 
racing world wondered at his speed, yet at 
Chicago a backwoods horse, who has been 
beaten time and again by the most menial 
scrubs, covers the same distance Over an 
oval track in one-half second faster time. No 
wonder the people of Chicago are fast. When 
the atmosphere of the place can perform 
such wonders with hopelessly slow scrub 
horses, the inhabitants of the place cannot 
fail to be enlivened by it. Mr. Haggin made 
the mistake of his life in not sending the 
great Salvator against time over the Chicago 
track. Thenoble brute could have traveled 
amile in that atmosphere ini1:20or better. 
Now that the record-breaking has been com- 
menced at Washington Park, the selling- 
platers will give unfortunate Father Time no 
rest, and for the remainder of the meeting 
pieces will be constantly chopped off his ven- 
erable form, unless a kind Providence inter- 
feres with a friendly rain that will render the 
track knee deep in mud. Alas, poor old 
Time, how he must dread the Chicago race 
meeting! 
MIGHTY ARE THE SKATES. 

CHICAGO, July 14.—A local paper says of 
yesterday’s record-breaking at Washington 
Park: ‘‘Whilethe record of 1:41 fora mile and 
one hundred yards made by Van Buren will 
appear for that distance only in the turf an- 
nals, yet as a matter of fact the records for 
four distances were stated in an official and 
unquestionable way. Judge Burke timed the 
race from wire to wire, and he declares that 
Van Buren went the mile in 1:391-5, which 
beats Racine’s 1:3942, made a year ago over 
the same track. Then Van Buren fran 


the mile and one hundred yards in 
less time than the previous’ record 
stood for a mile and seventy yards, 


1:45% made by Lizzie B. over the same track 
July 2, 1890, and he also beat the record fora 
mile and fifty yards. Thus the performance 
was a remarkable one in many ways. Hardly 
had the excitement over this performance 
subsided when another record went under. 
It was the last race ofthe day, a mile anda 
sixteenth. On the books Prince Royal is 
creditea with doing it in 1:464, at New York 
last year. Yesterday Aloha, 6 years old, car- 
rying 110 pounds, knocked off a fraction and 
did it in 1:46. 
LONGSTREET AND RILEY. 

NEw YORK, July 14.—‘‘ Longstreet and Riley 
are matched.’’ That was the announcement 
made yesterday afternoon. Many have 
longed to witnessa meeting between these 
sons of the great Longfellow, and all will 
look forward to it as one of the greatest duels 
ever fought on the American turf. Until 
now a majority of race-goers have not 
doubted Riley’s title to supremacy inarace 
ata mile and a half or over, but now that 
Mr. Dwyer has consented, shown his eager- , 
ness indeed, to match his horse against the 
crack distance Western colt they may well 
weigh the chances of both horses before de- 
ciding which shall carry their money. Riley 
has some good long distance performances 
to his credit and has shown an ability to 
rate along almost all day at a wonderful 
speed. Longstreet on the other hand has not 
appeared in any race above a mile anda 
quarter this season, but he has gone that 
route and won in such impressive style that 
when the horses do meet he will have 
friends by the thousands, and they willtoa 
man wager their last centon him. Rumors 
of a meeting between these two grand horses 
have been in the air for some time, but noth- 
ing came of it until yesterday. Ed Corrigan, 
Riley’s owner, met Dwyer, who owns Long- 
street, yesterday. After some conversation 
between them Mr. Dwyer offered to match 
Longstreet against Riley for any sum from 
$1,000 to $5,000 a side and at any distance. Mr. 
Corrigan preferred that the figure should be 
$1,000 a side and that the distance should be 
one mile and three-quarters or two miles. 
Mr. Dwyer said he did not care what dis- 
tance, as he was willing to match his horse 
at any distance and for any amount. The 
final understanding arrived at was that the 
horses should race for $1,000 a side anda 
purse of $5,000 to be given by a racing assoc!i- 
ation. The distance will be either one mile 
and three-quarters or two miles, as Mr. 
Green Morris, who has been handling Riley. 
may name. Mr. Dwyer conceded everything 
in this line, and his action is certainly com- 
mendable. Should Riley have an easy race in 
the Monmouth Cup to-day the’ match will 
take place the latter part of this week; if 
not, Longstreet and he will meet early next 
week. 

THAT SATURDAY’S DECISION. 

New YORK, July 14.—The more the extraor- 
dinary decision of the stewards of the Mon- 
mouth Park Association in the Hackensack 
Handicap is commented upony the more 
criticism it receives. A great many people 
who had backed the fickle Fairy, Correction, 
Kildeer and the other horses in the race 
threw their tickets away when they saw the 
McElwee colts spinning along in front and 
winning easily. They did not see anything 
wrong with the riding of San Juan, and as it 
isa common superstition on a race track 
that a iosing ticket is a ‘‘hoodoo,’’ large 
numbers of betting men threw away their 
tickets as soon as the race was over. On 
Saturday hundreds of people threw away 
their tickets, both bookmaker’s tickets and 
those purchased at the French pool boxes, as 
soon as Rey del Rey flashed by the judge’s 
stand in front of the field. Atter the an- 
nouncement that all bets were declared off, 
the scramble to recover tickets that had 
been cast aside and torn up, threw the bet- 
ting ring into the wildest confusion, but few 
indeed were the persons who were lucky 
enough to find the tickets which they had 
thrown away.
